in Federal Judge Ben Moore's de-

It may or may 
not be purely coincidental that botn 
Norway and Sweden are gravely 
concerned over Russia's intentions 
towards them. The position of these 
Scandinavian countries is most un- 
comfortable, as Moscow reaches 
for full control of neighboring Fin- 
land. 


By way of punctuation, the work- 


ing committee of the United Na- 
tions Atomic Energy Commission 
yesterday shelved Russia's atomic, 
control plan as inadequate and un- 
realistic.
